MONTREAL, Qiiob^c, Soptombor 14. — To settle 
tht* supreiHHcy between Ontario and Qnebee, the 
resiH*(*tive wMiiners of each provincial King’s Plate, 
St, Paul and Aconi measured strides in the Breed- 
ers’ Stakes at the Blue Bonnets track this after- 
noon. St. I’aul was returned the winner over 
Aconi. Romanelli restraining St. Paul behind Aconi 
for the greater part of the mile and a half jour- 
ney. When well in the stretch he shook him up 
and, taking the lead, w'on in easy fashion. 

A race which held more importance to the local 
racegoiug public was the running of the thinl. 
This was .a dash of three-<iuarters for three-year- 
olds and over. The conditions were that the horses 
be either owned or leased bj’ a member of the 
Montreal Jockey Club. The lessee voluntarily paid 
the owner fifty dollars for running in the race. 
Flibbertygibhet, which has been a consistent racer 
in these parts and was leased to Lord Shaughnessy, 
was the one to be returnet! victor. Venal Joy 
and St. Germain offered a si>ectacnlar battle for 
second place, with the former prevailing. 

I»rd Shnuglmess.v w’as escorted to the stewards’ 
stand and Miss Martha Allau, a daughter of the 
president of Tlie Jockey Club, presented the victor 
with a mTfilatnre cup. The race was the mcmis 
of drawing the largest clubhouse attendance to the 
lawns of this meeting, prominent financial and 
social people witnessing the running. 

The opening race of the da.v furnished a thrill 
to the crowd W’hen Reconnaissance got the best of 
Fa tor and ran away a quarter of a mile. When 
the barrier W’as released she began (piickly, and 
displaying much speed, won from Greyboiirne and 
Heath Bell. 

Racing conditions this afternoon were vastly im- 
proved over those of yesterdaj* and a large crow*! 
joiirneye<l to the course. The steeplechase fr.inied 
for maidens over the two-mile course resulted in 
a victory for Bencher, which took kindly t<» the 
8i>ort, followed the early leader to the stretch 
and drew away near the end to win in a canter. 
Dustin Farnuin U>Ited soon after the start. 

John Walters, trainer of the G. M. Hendrie 
stable, wired Harry Giddings. asking for second 
call on Romanelli during the Woodbine Park meet- 
ing. 

R, Willis, who has been riding for the Hendrie 
stable on the Canadian circuit, has returned to 
* Kentucky. 

TO FEATURE STEEPLECHASING.

William P. Riggs, who has be*‘n acting as one 
of the stewards at Blue JUumets, returned to Mary- 
land tonight, where he was calle<l to bs>k after 
the details necessary to the oiwning of the fall 
meeting at laiurel. which immediately follows the 
close of tlie meeting at Havre de Grace.

! CHANGES AT BELMONT PARK 

Various Plans Discussed at Meeting Held Sat- 
urday— Will Cost from $300,000 
to $500,000. 



NEW YORK, N. Y., September 1.3. — A number 
of iM*rsons iirominent in racing attended a meet- 
ing in the Turf and Field Club at noon Saturday 
at the invitation of President August Belmont of 
the Westchester Racing Association, and later on 
were his guests at luncheon. 

The object of the meeting w’as to exhibit the 
varums plans for the improvement of Belmont 
I’ark before the spring of 1921, and to obtain a 
liberal exchange of ideas on the subject from repre- 
sentative lurfmen. Four plans were show’u in de- 
tail. all of them designed to make Belmont Park 
what it should be — the finest race course in the 
Tinted States. The advantages and disadvantages 
of each scheme were discusseil and the i-ost of the 
work, which will run from $.300.0<K) to $.*iOO.OOO. ac- 
coniing to the plan sele«*ted, were gone into thor- 
oughly in the presence of Architect I>*avitt and 
Mr.**-^rciTy. representing the construction firm of 
Terrj’ & Tench, which w’ill make tin; changes. The 
final plan will be forninlatttd in the near future, 
and it is expected that the work wnll be begun 
shortly after the close of the present meeting. 

The entire matter w’as discussed in a way whicu 
disclosed the fact that the Westchester Racing 
Assofiation is not a clos«‘ coriKiration, and that 
the management welcomes suggestions. Major 
Belmont explained the plans in detail, and gave 
an estimate of the seating capacities of the va- 
rious stands, the most ambitious structure having 
a capacit.v of 17.000 persons. 

Joseph E. Widener, who followed one of the 
plans submitted for consideration, spoke in its 
favor, after w’hich there was a general discussion 
of the subject of the track at large. Under what- 
ever plan accepted, the public is certain of having 
an ample view of the races, and the best horse 
should win in the rare around the turn, as the 
straight nin from the bend to the finisli will be 
in the luighborhood of 1,200 feet, slightly in excess 
of that at Bara toga. 
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HORSES **D0DGE” AT BELMONT PARK 



(BY EXILE.) 

The cause of .«o many hor.ses nmning out, as it 
Is iucorrei’tly termed, iti approaching the stands at 
Belmont Park is. as I see it, fear. Horses do 
not run out at Belmont Park, they dodge, and this 
(lodging is due to the sudden appearance of .some- 
thing, and that something is the Belmont Park 
grandstand. For instance, what but fear was the 
cause of Playcriny’s dodge last Friday? Moreover, 
altlumgh some do not dodge, tl.ey run as though 
imbued with a sense of imiK-ndiug disaster. 

Little do I know of the range or scope of a 
horse’s vision, but am k*d to believe that horses 
see things in a more magnified form than do 
beings human. Horses, when nmning at top speed 
at Belmont Park, suddenl.v find themselves con- 
fronted by a huge and fearsome object in the sliape 
of a grandstand, wliich, as you know, is set far- 
ther back than any other in this country, conse- 
quent l.v, they dodge. 

Running the wrong w’ay has. in my opinion, noth- 
ing whatever to do W’itli this tendecy to dodge, for 
ill other countries w’here they run all ways no 
such tendency is to be observed. Horses run 
straight and true over the R«»wley Mile and July 
Tonrse at N(‘wmarket. and the Lingfield Straight 
and New Mile at Ascot, in Knglaml. So the.v do 
on the Newnmiket course at Australia’s Fleming- 
ton. Tlierefore. I cannot bring myself to believe 
tiuit the straight, though wrong way, course of 
Belimuit Park has anything at all to do with tin* 
dodging proclivities of horses wliieli race theri>on. 
Tlie only logical solution of this much discu>sed 
habit is that a horse in action, w’hen nearing the 
stands at Belmont I’ark. sees something, and that 
something the magnified stands, which st:irtle> 
him and causes liini to flinch.

Captures South Atlantic Handicap After Duel 
with Blue Wrack — Motor Cop 
an Easy Victor. 



HAVRE DE GRATE, Md., September 14.— The 
South Atlantic Handicap, for three-year-olds at 
one mile, was the stellar attraction at the Har- 
ford ('onnty track tmlay. Captain Ral Parr fur- 
nished the winner of it in his good colt Blazes. 
Only four started, Paul Jones and First Consul be- 
ing withdrawn. The race was practically a duel 
lietweeii Blazes and Blue Wrack. The former 
(piickly rushed to the front on the first turn, 
closely follow’ed by the Cubafi-ow’ned colt. It w’as 
a royal battle throngliout, and not until the final 
strides was Blazes able to draw’ into a clear lead. 

Clear and warm weather brought out a crowd 
of large proportions. The track was in fine con- 
dition and the racing of good quality. 

I'he first tw’o races of the afternoon were for 
two-year-olds. Sea Court, at long edds. accounting 
for the oiiener, w’hilc Serapis w’as returne<l the win- 
ner of the second. 

It was Motor ('op all the way in the third, the 
Ross racer proving too siieedy even for the fast 
hand opposed to him. •

Great Horses Sent to the Races by the De- 
ceased Figure in French Racing— 
Finasseur and Sardanapale His Best. 



The death at Deauville. Prance, on August 15 of 
trainer James (rOkhuys(‘n brings to a close the ca- 
reer of a man who. nlthongh comparatively young — 
he was onI.v 52 — had lieen a notable figure on the 
F^iich turf for the past thirty years. It was with 
Finasseur tliat lie became famous, that great horse 
w’inniiig in succession the Grand Prlx du Jockey 
('lull, the Grand Pri.x de Paris and the Prlx du 
I’n*Kident de la Repiiblique. 

His subsequent successes were numerous. In 
1907 he had a great year with Verdun and later 
with Faiu’heur. Ossian and Suidanaimle. all owned 
by Baron Maiirii’e de Rotli.seliild. In that .rear 
Venhiii won tlie Prlx de Saint Cloud, the Prix 
Boinrd. La I’oulle d’Essai. the Grand Prix de 
Paris and the I’rix du President de la Repiiblique. 
Fancheur started out by winning the Grand Cri- 
terion, the I’rlx Lagrange and the Prix Hoeqnart, 
blit his career w’as unfortunately interrupted at 
the commeneement of his third year. Ossian. which 
improved as lie grew older, like his gmndsire, Le 
Saney. placed to his credit the Prix du Conseil 
Municipal and tlie Prlx du President de la Repub- 
liqiie. The exploits of Sardanapale are recent his- 
tor.v, among his successes being the Prix Lagrange, 
Prix du JcM’key Club, (Trund Prix de Paris. Prix 
du President de la Repiililique and the Prix Eugene 
Adam. 

A patient, keen student of everything pertaining 
to the development of the thorunghbred, D’Okhuysen 
displayed during his long career the finest pro- 
fessional acumen and his premature death is a dis- 
tinct loss to the French turf.

“Quite apart from this, the association has asked 
the trainers quartered at tlie course to select a 
standing eomniittee of three to serve from year 
to year to represent tln’in and be at all times pre- 
jiarcd to bring grievances, whatever may lie tlieir 
nature, to tin* attention of the officers. ’’

IMckersgill scouted tlie idea of attempting to hedge 
the money after the race and the horse, Avho be- 
longed to the late Mr. H. B. Duryea, dropped back, 
starting at 20 to 1 against. He w’on easily by 
tliree lengths from Sir E. Cassel’s Hapsburg, with ' 
Peter the Hermit third in a big field. I
